Housing . 


During  the  year  5 houses  have  been  built  by 
private  enterprise.  Although  there  are  78  houses  now 
being  eroctod  by  the  Council,  none  have  been  completely 
finished,  Thera  is  still  a groat  noed  of  now  housos  in 
the  district. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

This'  has  boon  carried  out  vory  well,  but,  in 
common  with  many  areas,  the  work  has  boon  hindered  by  the 
outbreak  of  war,  which  brought  many  extra  duties  for  local 
authorities  and  their  staffs. 

Milk  Supply. 

Ihoro  are  now  only  2 cowsheds  in  the  area,  to 
which  14  visits  havo  boon  made • One  was  found  to  bo  unfit  and 
a notice  was  sorved,  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 1926, 
requesting  the  owner  to  carry  out  certain  repairs  and 
alterations  in  ordor  to  bring  the  premises  to  tlio  propor 
standard  as  regards  light,  ventilation,  drainage  and 
cleanliness . 

Inspection  of  Dwelling  Housos. 

The  number  of  dwelling  housos  found  to  bo  in  a 
state  so  injurious  or  dangerous  to  public  health  as  to  bo 
unfit  for  human  habitation  was  105.
